PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


Ordinance Requiring Certain Procedures to Determine Detainee Eligibility 
for Illinois Public Aid Assistance and Reimbursement to the County for Costs 
Associated with Incarceration, Including Necessary Health Services 

Inquiry by Sheriff . The Sheriff shall, as part of the procedures followed in taking persons into his 
custody, make reasonable efforts to ascertain whether: 1. a detainee has been determined to be eligible 
for medical assistance under the Illinois Public Aid Code, 305 lECS 5/1-1 et seq . or 2. A detainee may be 
able to reimburse the County for the costs associated with his incarceration, including necessary health 
seryices. The Sheriff shall document such information or, if the Sheriff is unable to obtain such 
information, shall document the need for further inyestigation. The Sheriff shall proyide this information 
to Cermak Health Seryices of Cook County. 

Seryices Proyided by Cermak Health Seryices of Cook County . Cermak Health Seryices of Cook County 
shall keep a record of health seryices proyided to detainees and shall seek reimbursement for the cost of 
proyiding health seryices as follows: 

a. Detainee Able to Pay . With respect to detainees who may be able to reimburse the 
County for the cost of such seryices, as determined through the initial intake process or in 
a subsequent inyestigation; Cermak Health Seryices of Cook County shall bill the patient 
for its charges in proyiding health seryices; and 

b. Detainee Eligible for Public Aid . With respect to detainees who haye been determined to 
be eligible for medical assistance under the Illinois Public Aid Code, 305 lECS 5/1-1 et 
seq ., Cermak Health Seryices of Cook County shall bill IDPA for its charges which 
exceed $2500; and 

c. Detainee with Priyate Insurance . With respect to detainees who possess priyate health 
coyerage, Cermak Health Seryices of Cook County shall bill such priyate insurance for 
its charges in proyiding health seryices. 

Seryices Proyided by Hospitals and Proyiders other than Cermak Health Seryices of Cook County . The 
County shall ascertain whether a detainee is eligible for public aid or has priyate health coyerage prior to 
making payment of claims for health seryices proyided by hospitals and proyiders other than Cermak 
Health Seryices of Cook County, and shall defray the County’s costs by seeking payment or 
reimbursement from such sources to the extent they are ayailable.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COUNTY JAIL COST REIMBURSEMENT ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County is responsible for funding the operations of the Cook County Department of 
Corrections which operates Cook County Jail (“Jail”); and 

WHEREAS, the expenses of persons who have been arrested and require medical treatment while in 
custody of an arresting authority other than the Sheriff of Cook County (“Sheriff’) are the responsibility 
of the arresting authority until such time as the arrestee is placed in the custody of the Sheriff, in his 
capacity as Warden of the Jail; and 

WHEREAS, the County Jail Act, 730 ILCS 125/1 et seq ., provides for the Warden of the Jail to furnish 
necessary bedding, clothing, fuel and medical aid for all prisoners under his charge (hereinafter 
“detainees”); and 

WHEREAS, when medical or hospital services are required by an arrestee, the county, private hospital, 
physician or any public agency which provides such services shall be entitled to obtain reimbursement 
from the County or from a special fund known as the Arrestee’s Medical Costs Fund (“Fund”), to the 
extent that moneys in the Fund are available for the cost of such services; and 

WHEREAS, the County Jail Act provides that, to the extent a detainee is reasonably able to pay for such 
care, including reimbursement from any insurance program or from other medical benefit programs 
available to such persons, he or she shall reimburse the County or arresting authority; and 

WHEREAS, the County Jail Act further provides that the County shall be entitled to a $10 fee for each 
conviction or order of supervision for a criminal violation, other than a petty offense or business offense, 
which fee shall be taxed as costs to be collected from the defendant, if possible, upon conviction or entry 
of an order of supervision and which fee shall not be considered a part of the fine for purposes of any 
reduction in the fine; and 

WHEREAS, the County Jail Act further provides that all such fees collected shall be deposited by the 
county in a fund to be established and known as the Arrestee’s Medical Costs Fund to be used solely for 
reimbursement of costs for medical expenses of the arrestee incurred in the course of arrest, and for 
administration of the Fund; and 

WHEREAS, the County seeks to maximize its ability to obtain reimbursement for medical and hospital 
services provided to detainees. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT HEREBY ORDAINED: 

1, Arrestee’s Medical Costs Fund 

Fund Established . There is hereby established a fund to be known as the Arrestee’s Medical Costs 
Fund, to be held by the Cook County Treasurer for the purpose of making payment to the County or 
any private hospital, physician or any public agency which provides hospital or medical services to 
arrestees with respect to injuries incurred in the course of their arrests. 

Fee to Be Taxed as Costs . A $ 10 fee shall be taxed for each conviction or order of supervision for a 
criminal violation, other than a petty offense or business offense, in the Circuit Court of Cook 
County. Such fee shall be taxed as costs to be collected from the defendant, if possible, upon 
conviction or entry of an order of supervision. Such fee shall not be considered a part of the fine for 
purposes of any reduction in the fine. The Clerk of the Circuit Court shall remit all fees so collected 
to the County for deposit in the Arrestee’s Medical Costs Fund. 

Payments from Arrestee’s Medical Costs Fund . The County shall receive, adjudicate and make 
payment of requests for reimbursement of hospital or medical expenses from the Arrestee’s Medical 
Costs Fund in accordance with law. 

2. County Health Services Costs 

Detainee Obligation to Reimburse County . Detainees who are reasonably able to pay for hospital or 
medical services provided or paid for by the County, including payment through any insurance 
program or other medical benefit programs available to such detainee, shall be required to reimburse 
the County for the costs of such services. 

EFFECTIVE DATE: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage.

PROPOSED RESOEUTION 

RESOLUTION TO INCREASE EMPLOYEE HEALTHCARE CONTRIBUTIONS 

WHEREAS, Cook County employees enjoy excellent healthcare as part of their benefits package; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County employees have for years received these stellar health benefits at rates far 
below other governments and private industry; and 
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WHEREAS, Cook County currently has 26,357 employees and 37,176 dependents enrolled in the 
County’s health insurance program; and 

WHEREAS, ever-increasing healthcare costs in conjunction with stagnant employee contributions has 
had the unintended effect of increasing the already generous employee benefits package; and 

WHEREAS, since 2000, the County’s cost of health benefits per employee has increased 45%; and 

WHEREAS, according to the Cook County Cost Control Task Force the general practice of most 
employers is to set minimal employee healthcare contributions at 20 percent of premium costs for 
employees and 30 percent for dependent coverage; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County employees’ average contributions are four percent for employees and two 
percent for dependent coverage; and 

WHEREAS, budget shortfalls have made it necessary to address the issue of increasing employee 
healthcare contributions and bring them in line with other reasonable employee contribution plans; and 

WHEREAS, in FY2004 all non-union employees with yearly salaries of $65,000 and above were 
required to increase their monthly health insurance contributions to .7% of their salaries for single 
employee coverage, 1.4% for family HMO coverage and 1.5% for family PPO coverage. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does 
hereby expand the County’s employee healthcare contributions plan to .7% for single employee coverage, 
1.4% for dependent HMO coverage and 1.5% for dependent PPO coverage for all full-time employees; 
and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the County Administration’s negotiation teams are hereby directed 
to include the new employee healthcare contributions plan in the collective bargaining process and that 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners will implement this plan immediately for non-union 
employees upon passage of this Resolution.

PROPOSED RESOEUTION 

RESOLUTION TO MODERNIZE THE COUNTY COMPENSATION SCHEDULE 

WHEREAS, Cook County employees receive annual step increases for the first five years of their 
employment and step increases every two years thereafter and employees also receive annual or semi¬ 
annual cost of living adjustments (COLAS); and 
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WHEREAS, the average yearly step increase is approximately 4.5 percent and the average COEA is 
approximately 3 percent; and 

WHEREAS, the total annual increase of 7.5 percent is significantly higher than the national average for 
the U.S. workforce of 3.5 percent; and 

WHEREAS, taxes generate 44.5% of Cook County’s revenues; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County’s annual step increase cost taxpayers approximately $26 million per year and 
the average COEA costs taxpayers approximately $39 million per year; with the average year costing 
taxpayers an additional $65 million per year for wage increases alone; and 

WHEREAS, a modification of our salary system will provide job security at a time when other local 
government entities have resorted to layoffs; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County faces a short-term fiscal crisis in eliminating a $73 million budget gap in 
FY2005 as well as a larger long-term problem: how to make Cook County government operate more cost 
effectively and efficiently without resorting to new or increased taxes; and 

WHEREAS, because of the lapse in current contracts, now is the time to re-structure our employee 
compensation schedule for current employees as well as new hires. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the County Administration’s negotiation teams are 
hereby directed to eliminate the automatic annual step increases for employees in the collective 
bargaining process; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners will implement this 
plan for all non-union employees immediately upon passage of this Resolution.

WHEREAS, Cook County is the second most populous county in the U.S. and the largest county in the 
State of Illinois with a population of 5.4 million people; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County is governed by seventeen members elected from single-member districts and 
a president who have principal responsibility for the protection of persons and property, the provision for 
public health services and the maintenance of County highways; and 
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WHEREAS, Cook County government operates the second largest public health system in the U.S.; is 
the 19th largest government in the nation; oversees one of the nation’s largest unified criminal and civil 
justice systems; administers the largest single-site jail system in the nation; and maintains nearly 600 
miles of roads and highways; and 

WHEREAS, to meet the needs of county residents, the president of the Cook County Board has prepared 
and recommended a 2005 county budget of $3.04 billion, including new restaurant and hotel tax 
proposals that are expected to generate $75.5 million; and 

WHEREAS, following careful scrutiny of the proposed 2005 county budget, the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners has considered the economic impact of the new tax proposal on county residents, business 
owners and tourists; and 

WHEREAS, for more than ten years Cook County has been negatively impacted because neighboring 
counties have established riverboat casinos that have siphoned billions of would-be dollars from Cook 
County coffers; and 

WHEREAS, residents in southern Cook County pay some of the highest property taxes, yet generate 
nearly 70 percent of the revenue posted by the four Indiana casinos located near Cook County’s 
unprotected border. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President, along with the Members of the Cook 
County Board, on behalf of all the citizens, do hereby urge the Governor of the State of Illinois to 
consider granting two gaming licenses within Cook County borders (Chicago, Country Club Hills) so that 
a portion of the billions of dollars now generated by casinos can help balance the county’s 2005 budget, 
without increasing taxes, and provide needed services to its residents; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be tendered to the Governor of 
the State of Illinois for action.

WHEREAS, this situation poses a tremendous burden on government officials to carry out their core 
missions without imposing heavy tax burdens on their citizens; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County government has over the past decade held the line on property taxes and has 
imposed very nominal sales taxes, primarily because of innovative revenue enhancements and techniques; 
and 

WHEREAS, the President and the Cook County Board of Commissioners are seeking alternatives to 
raising taxes in order to meet the statutory requirement of a balanced budget while maximizing our 
current revenue producing potential; and 

WHEREAS, the consolidation of revenue collection, deposits and investment will yield greater interest 
and leverage more dollars for economic development which will ultimately stimulate our Cook County 
economy. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners shall 
establish a task force to study the feasibility of consolidating all depository accounts, where possible, to 
maximize our potential for earning interest while minimizing all financial fees and charges.

WHEREAS, in crafting a balanced Cook County Budget, the creation of a Budget Advisory Committee, 
utilizing the expertise of universities and other professional and civic groups could facilitate the process 
while minimizing the potential for negative responses from the public to necessary revenue 
enhancements. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, the creation of the budget Advisory Committee for the 
purpose of tightening the budget review process to ensure accountability for money spent in the fiscal 
year by department; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that no later than the ending of the second week of October, the 
President shall present his budget to the Cook County Board of Commissioners. The Board of 
Commissioners shall refer the budget to the Finance Committee for further scrutiny: Departmental 
reviews, public hearings, and recommendations for amendments.

The services by the U.S. Equities Development team will consist of the evaluation 
and recommendation of the following: the economic re-use of some or all of the old main 
hospital building, a replacement primary care facility for Fantus Clinic, options for added 
medicaFsurgical beds on campus, possible expansion of the CORE Center, replacement of 
administrative office capacity, expansion of campus parking capacity, freestanding 
outpatient pharmacy facilities, space for medical and radiology records, space for Bureau of 
Health Services research functions, feasibility of student housing and commercial/retail 
development as part of the overall campus plan, and economic reuse potential of the 1900 
West Polk Building, the Hektoen Building and the Durand Building. 
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The U.S. Equities Development team is comprised of firms and individuals with a vast 
amount of experience in healthcare development and some have had recent experience in 
the management and design at the Stroger Hospital of Cook County Campus. The team 
disciplines will include program management, architecture, planning, engineering, building 
preservation, traffic/parking and cost estimating. The team has committed to providing a 
preliminary report with recommendations within four to five months of the start of this 
contract.

Piazza, on April 9, 2004, Illinois Attorney General Eisa Madigan fded suit against Cal Sag 
Auto, Inc., asking the court to find the junkyard in contempt of the preyious court order, and 
other sanctions; and 

WHEREAS, with the issue of lEPA yiolations being pursued by the Illinois Attorney 
General, the issue of zoning rests squarely within Cook County’s administratiye powers; and 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that, because there appears to be obvious 
zoning violations of the “Special Use” permits granted to the present automobile recycling 
operations in unincorporated Lemont Township, the Zoning and Building Committee of the 
Cook County Board directs the Building and Zoning Department to expeditiously conduct 
zoning inspections of Cal Sag Auto, Inc. and Valley Auto to ensure that they fully comply 
with all the terms of their “Special Use” operating status; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Commissioner of Building and Zoning report to 
the Committee on Zoning and Building the findings of said inspections and the action the 
Building and Zoning Department intends to pursue should zoning violations be issued. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Commissioner of the Building and Zoning 
Department will provide pertinent maps, copies of the violation reports and a written status 
report of the inspections and violations to this honorable committee in forty-five days. 

Referred to the Zoning and Building Committee on 12/14/04. 

Commissioner Donald Wlodarski, Building and Zoning Department, stated that inspectors were sent out 
to survey both of the salvage yard sites. The County identified several violations on these properties. A 
salvage yard inspection update will be distributed to all Commissioners. The property owners of the 
salvage yard will be notified by certified mail and they will have thirty days to comply with the 
violations. 

Commissioner Goslin asked how much of the Forest Preserve District property the owners of the salvage 
yards have encroached upon. 

Mr. Wlodarski stated a quarter of an acre of Forest Preserve property has been encroached on by the 
salvage yards. 

Chairman Silvestri stated that the report cites six different property owners including the Forest Preserve 
District which were encroached upon. The salvage yard owners were given a Special Use permit to 
operate an auto salvage yard for a specific amount of acreage. They have encroached on properties of the 
Forest Preserve District, Hannah Marine Corporation, Holnam, Inc. and Commonwealth Edison. 

Mr. Wlodarski stated the owners of the salvage yards, Mr. Robert Bily and Mr. Jerry Chytil, have 
exceeded the limit of permitted use that was granted by the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
twenty-five years ago. By allowing encroachment on their properties the owners are considered to be in 
violation as well as the owners of the salvage yards. 

Commissioner Gorman asked about time restrictions for Special Use applications for salvage yards. 

Bill Moto, Assistant State’s Attorney stated the Special Use permit was granted without time restrictions 
twenty-five years ago. 

Commissioner Suffredin, moved that the Building and Zoning Department notify the Forest 
Preserve District regarding an encroachment upon their property by the salvage yard owners and 
that, the Forest Preserve seek the property be restored to its natural state of twenty-five years ago 
when the application was granted a Special Use permit. Seconded by Commissioner Goslin, the 
motion carried. 
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Commissioner Gorman asked Mr. Wlodarski to provide Chairman Silvestri with a list of pending 
violations. Further Commissioner Gorman asked are the violations being sent by certified mail. 

Mr. Wlodarski replied in the affirmative. 

Chairman Silvestri asked Mr. Wlodarski to provide copies of the violations to the members of the 
Committee. 

Chairman Silvestri requested all Commissioners be co-sponsors of the resolution. Leave was 
granted to add all Commissioners as co-sponsors. 

Commissioner Gorman requested that the elected officials who are part of the resolution be notified about 
the violations regarding the salvage yards. 

Chairman Silvestri stated he would submit a letter to the local officials who are part of the resolution. 

Commissioner Gorman, seconded by Commissioner Hansen, moved to approve the resolution as 
amended requiring additional reports, including maps and status on the pending violations within 
forty-five days. The motion carried.

WHEREAS, these businesses gained their right to operate by being granted “Special Use” permission 
under the prevailing Cook County Zoning Ordinance in force at the time of their application for 
operating; and 

WHEREAS, more is known, as a matter of record, of Cal Sag Auto, Inc., which received it’s special use 
permit in 1976 to operate on 3.8 acres of property despite an objection filed by the Village of Lemont; and 
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WHEREAS, since receiving its “Special Use” permit to operate, Cal Sag Auto, Inc. has expanded its 
operations and presently sprawls over approximately 40 acres on both the east and west side of Route 83; 
and 

WHEREAS, Cal Sag Auto, Inc. and Valley Auto are unsightly expanses of mangled automobiles, rusted 
semi-trailers, fifty-gallon barrels and a plethora of other junk that sprawls over some sixty acres of land 
adjacent to the Forest Preserve District of Cook County, the Illinois and Michigan Canal National 
Heritage Corridor, within plain view of the St. James of the Sag Catholic Church (one of the oldest 
churches in the archdiocese, established in 1836), and on the major gateway routes for visitors attending 
the Western Open at Cog Hill, one of the premier PGA annual events; and 

WHEREAS, various administrative and legal attempts have been made over the past ten years to deal 
with these junkyards; and 

WHEREAS, on May 1, 2001, based on multiple violations issued by the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency, a consent order was issued in Chancery Court (99 CH 9385) demanding that the 
owner of Cal Sag Auto, Inc. comply with an 18-point cleanup program and to pay civil penalties; and 

WHEREAS, although Cal Sag Auto, Inc. did pay civil penalties, it failed on every count to follow the 
clean-up demands of the consent order; and 

WHEREAS, at the request of Cook County Commissioner Elizabeth Gorman, State Senator Christine 
Radogno, State Representative Eileen Eyons, and Village of Eemont President John Piazza, on April 9, 
2004, Illinois Attorney General Eisa Madigan filed suit against Cal Sag Auto, Inc., asking the court to 
find the junkyard in contempt of the previous court order, and other sanctions; and 

WHEREAS, with the issue of lEPA violations being pursued by the Illinois Attorney General, the issue 
of zoning rests squarely within Cook County’s administrative powers; and 

WHEREAS, correspondences have been sent by Commissioner Gorman to the Building and Zoning 
Department (February 19, 2004 and September 27, 2004) requesting zoning inspections on these 
junkyards, however no response has been received.

AN RESOLUTION ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING COOK COUNTY

WHEREAS, on August 10, 2004, the Illinois General Assembly enacted Public Act 093- 
0892 (“Public Act’’); and 

WHEREAS, the Public Act amends Section 5-1101 of the Counties Code (55 ILCS 5/5- 
1101) which enables a county board to enact by ordinance or resolution additional fees to 
finance the county’s court system; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to such amendment of the Counties Code, the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners grants authorization to the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook County to 
collect the fee as described in Section (e) of 55 ILCS 5/5-1101; and 

WHEREAS, Public Act 093-0892 is effective as of January 1, 2005. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED ORDAINED, AS FOLLOWS: 

Beginning on January 1, 2005, the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook County shall collect a 
mandatory fee of $5.00 to be assessed as provided in this resolution ordinance . Assessments 
collected by the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook County pursuant to this resolution 
ordinance must be deposited into an account specifically for the operation and administration 
of a teen court, peer court, peer jury, youth court, or other youth diversion program. The 
Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook County shall collect such fees and must remit the fees to 
the teen court, peer court, peer jury, youth court, or other youth diversion program monthly, 
less 5%, which is to be retained as fee income to the Office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County. The fees are to be paid as follows: 
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(1) a fee of $5.00 paid by the defendant on a judgment of guilty or grant of 
supervision for violation of the Illinois Vehicle Code or violations of similar 
provisions contained in county or municipal ordinances committed in the county; and 

(2) a fee of $5.00 paid by the defendant on a judgment of guilty or grant of 
supervision under Section 5-9-1 of the Unified Code of Corrections for a felony; for a 
Class A, Class B or Class C misdemeanor; for a petty offense; and for a business 
offense.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO THE 

COOK COUNTY COURT SERVICES FEE ORDINANCE 
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WHEREAS, Illinois Compiled Statutes, chapter 55, section 5/5-1103 authorizes the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners to impose a court services fee dedicated to defraying court 
security expenses incurred by the Sheriff in providing court services or for any other court 
services deemed necessary by the Sheriff to provide for court security; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners desired to impose a court services 
fee because of the large increase in court security costs; and did so by enacting an ordinance 
to establish such a fee in November of 1996, and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners desires to continue to provide a high 
level of court security to ensure the safety of all persons in the Circuit Court of Cook County, 
and 

WHEREAS, Public Act 093-0558, effective December 1, 2003, authorized the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners to increase the court services fee from a maximum rate of $15.00 to 
a maximum rate that shall not exceed $25.00, such increase to be enacted through ordinance 
or resolution by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, now therefore 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF 
COOK, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION I - TITLE 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Cook County Court Services Fee 
Ordinance.” The fee herein imposed is in addition to all other fees or taxes imposed by the 
County of Cook, the State of Illinois or any municipal corporation or political subdivision 
thereof 

SECTION 2 - FEES IMPOSED 

A. A court services fee of $15.00 $25.00 shall be assessed in criminal, local ordinance, 
county ordinance, major traffic, criminal domestic violence and conservation cases 
against the defendant upon entering a plea of guilty, stipulation of facts or findings of 
guilty, resulting in a judgment of conviction, or order of supervision, or sentence of 
probation without entry of judgment pursuant to Section 10 of the Cannabis Control 
Act, Illinois Compiled Statutes, eh. 720, sec. 550/10; Section 410 of the Illinois 
Controlled Substances Act, Illinois Compiled Statutes, eh. 720, sec. 570/410; 
Section 12-4.3 of the Criminal Code of 1961, Illinois Compiled Statutes, eh. 720, sec. 
5/12-4.3; Section 10-102 of the Illinois Alcoholism and Other Drug Dependency 
Act, Illinois Compiled Statutes, eh. 20, sec. 305/10-102 (repealed; see, now Illinois 
Compiled Statutes, eh. 20, sec. 301/40-10); Section 40-10 of the Alcoholism and 
Other Drug Abuse and Dependency Act, Illinois Compiled Statutes, eh. 20, sec. 
301/40-10 or Section 10 of the Steroid Control Act, former Illinois Revised Statutes, 
eh. 56-1/2, par. 2310 (repealed). No court services fees shall be imposed or 
collected, however, in traffic, conservation, and ordinance cases in which fines are 
paid without a court appearance. 
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In the following traffic offenses and all similar municipal, township and village ordinances, 
the court services fee shall be $J-5 $25 dollars:

In all other traffic offenses, the court services fee shall be $S $15 dollars. 

B. The court services fee shall be imposed on and after the time the Chief Judge of the 
Circuit Court of Cook County enters an administrative order which concurs with the 
fees set forth in this Ordinance. 


SECTION 3 - COLLECTION 

The fees shall be collected in the manner in which all other court fees or costs are collected 
and shall be deposited into the county general fund for payment solely of costs incurred by 
the Sheriff in providing court security or for any other court services deemed necessary by the 
Sheriff to provide for court security. All proceeds from this fee must be used to defray court 
security expenses incurred by the sheriff in providing court services. 

SECTION 4 - EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Ordinance shall be effective upon adoption.
